More than that, 
it might easily become the most effective 
immigration policy possible. It would cer- 
tainly tend to make life easier for the men 
who are now in Canada ; and what could be 
better immigration literature than post bags 
full of letters going ‘* home,” telling how 
prosperous and happy we all are out here? 
A thousand paid lecturers or government re- 
ports would have no such effect. Men 
could then start on the crown lands without 
@ mortgage about their necks, and they 
would have no long tale of an uphill journey 
te write tothe people at home. This, too, 
would be spending the money of the tax- 
payers upon the taxpayers themselves— 
surely a sensible operation. The present 
immigration policy has always been opposed 
by the forces of organized labor ; this one 
would probably have their support. Hard- 
ly @ critic of it could arise from one end of 
the country to the other; unless it should 
be from among the noble pioneers who have 
fought their way to success in the North- 
west unassisted by any sensible policy— 
and they could only attack it for tardiness 
im coming to the front.

GREAT SLAVE RIVER. 


Messrs. McDonald & Kerr who came in 
from Great Slave river near the country of 
the wood buffalo last week, report that no 
wood buffalo were killed last winter. 
Several parties of Indians went out to hunt 
them but were unable to get near enough. 
The region inhabited by the wood buffalo 
is an open rather than a woody country, 
and is a large area extending westward 
from Great Siave river for many miles. 
It has wide open plains and -cidges 
with rank vegetation, and it is there the 
buffaloes range rather than in the woods. 
The buffalo country includes Buffalo river 
which flows northward to Great Slave river 
and finally falls into Great Slave lake, and 
also Salt river, which flows eastward into 
Slave river about twenty miles below Fort 
Smith. Salt river isa stream large enough 
for navigation by inland boats which go up 
| it 20 miles to the Salt springs to load with 

salt for the H. B. Company’s trade in the 
| north. Springs of salt water bubble out of 
the ground, and the pure salt is desposited 
| around the springs in unlimited quantity. 
| it is shovelled into sacks and taken away 
by the boats. The buffalo country has 
every appearance of being suitable for 
agriculture both in soil and climate, and is 
not the waste of rock and sand and muskeg 
that has been supposed. At Fort Smith 
there is a large half breed settlement where 
good potatoes are raised every year, and 
where cattle are kept successfully. The 
main dependence of the people for food,how- 
ever, is on fish which abound at the foot of 
| the rapids on the Great Slave river at that 
| point. Therefore they do not apply them- 


selves to agriculture se as to thoroughly test 


the capabilities of the country. 
The Roman Catholic mission steamer built 
}at Fort Smith last winter to ply on the 
waters of the Mackenzie is a propeller 65 
feet keel and 10 feet beam. She is ten feet 
shorter than the H. B. steamer Wrigley 
aud is a good boat. She is named the 
Alphonse. She was built by Capt. Boyd, 
late of Winnipeg. 

It is expected that he will build another 
at Chipewyan next winter to run on the 
lower Athabasca and lower Peace rivers to 
cannect with the Alphonse at Fort Smith. 
It is probable that the H. B. Co., will build 
a new steamer at Chipewyan next winter to 
replace the Grahame.
